SURPRISED AT FRICTION. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—After conferences

WHOLE TOWN DAMAGED.

Rescuers worked frantically, but 
soon were forced back by the terrible 
heat. The odor of burning flesh sicken- 
ed many rcjouers as. the'y worked'. 


As men hastily worked to disentangle 


the human forms from the wreck, thc 
women of Sandford eared for the injur- 
ed. 


Under the wreck of the buggage car 


was found the mutilated trunk of a man. 
The only means of identification were a 
lineman's belt and-tools about, the waist. 
Four frightfully mutilated bodies were 
found in the woods, several hundred feet 
from the tracks. One thousand fc.et of 
the track was torn up, and1 a great Ko'e 
shews where the powder'car stood. - 


Pieces of women's white skirts flutter- 


ed among tho fences and iu'the trees 200 
feet away. In the early morning a man's 
hand was seen projecting from a pond

Thou- 
sands of persons, it WHS then believed 
had .been killed as the dead w.erc being 
recovered from the ruins in hundreds. A 
number 01 Americans were among the 
killed. The city is in ruins, but the ship- 
ping in the harbor is safe and aboard 
these vessels the-'wounded are being car- 
ed for. The dispatch n.lso 'states that 
the topography of the country has been 
changed as a result of' the earth's dis- 
turbance . and that tlie channel into 
Kingston harbor has been materially al- 
tered. The body of Sir James Ferguson, 
who was killed was found and buried on 
the day the dispatch was sent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—President 


Roosevelt wants two new warships of 
the type of the Dreadnaught for the Un- 
ited States navy. A Setter written by 
the president in advocacy of the plan be- 
came public today. It was- dated Jan. 
11 and addressed to Chairman Fos» of 
the house committee on naval affairs. 
The president in the letter says: 


1 feel so -strongly, that there should 


be two first class battleship's 
of 
the 


maximum size and speed and ..with their 
primary battery, all of twelve inch guns, 
uddcd to the na-vy this session tha£ 1 de- 
sire to lay the mutter before your com- 
mittee through this letter. These two 
big ships should include, the one provid- 
ed for last year and the one provided 
ior this year. 


NEED BIGGER, SHIPS. 


. It must be remembered that 1 am not 
asking for any increase in the navy, be- 
cause unless we can provide at the rate 
of a battleship per year our navy will 
go backward. Moreover, I aiti advising 
that our money be spent economically. 


I thoroughly believe in developing and 


building an adequate number of subma- 
rines. I 
believe in building torpedo 


boat destroyers. There must J>eVi few 
fast scouts "and, of course, various aux- 
iliary vessels of different kinds^ But the 
strength of the navy rests primarily up- 
on its battleships. 


MUST KEEP UP STANDARD. 


In my opinion we are not to be excus- 


ed if we build any battleship inferior to 
those now being built by other nations. 
I should be glad if a limitation could be 
but by international agreement to the 
size of battleships hereafter to be, built. 
I have found, however, that it will un- 
doubtedly be impracticable to secure any 
such agreement in the near future. 


Our justification for 'upholding 
the 


Monroe doctrine and for digging the 
Panama canal must rest primarily upon 
our willingness to build and-maintain a 
first class fighting fleet. Be it remem- 
bered, moreover, that such a fleet is by 
far the most potent guaranty of pence 
which this nation has or can ever have. 
EFFECTIVENESS OF BATTLESHIP. 
The effective offensive power of a bat- 


tleship may now be measured by the 
number of heavy twelve inch guns she 
can fire on either broadside. For the 
ordinary battleship this effective broad- 
side fire consists of four twelve inch 
guns. It follows as a. matter of course 
that a large ship having a broadside- fire 
of ten twelve inch guns could promptly 
destroy a battleship of the usual type. 


Putting the extreme case for the sake 


of illustration, this may be shown -by 
comparing the fighting value 
of two 


squadrons having exactly the same num- 
ber of guns mounted in one case on a few 
largo .vessels and in the other on many 
Email ones. Thus a squadron 
of ten 


small vessob, each having a broadside 
firs of two heavy guns, or twenty guns 
in all. must inevitably be defeated by a 
squadron of two large vessels, each hav- 
ing a broadside "fire of ten heavy guns, 
because the squadron of small- vessels 
would be about two miles long and there- 
fore-cannot concentrate- all of its fire ef- 
fectively upon two large vessels, where- 
as the iu.tter, by the great concentration 
of their heavy "guns, a'l within a. length 
of half a mile, can readily destroy the 
small vessels nearest to them in the line 
and in the same manner successfully dot- 
troy the remainder. 


COST ALSO IS LESS. 


F6ur. large vessels mounting 
forty 


henry guns would cost about $40,000,- 
000, whereas ten small ships mounting 
the same total number of heavy guns 
would . cost about $70,000,000. More- 
over, while the large- ship consumes more 
coal, a small ship having a !<rge number 
of uniall guns (six iti=h, etc.) actually 
require* more men and officers than a. 
large' one having heavy guns ordy, 'and 
consequently each ship costs at least as 
much to maintain and to repair. 


For example, the complement, of the 


DreniJnaught of 18,000 tons is 690 officers 
and men, while that of the Louisiana, of 
16,000 tons is about 850. 
FOUR SHIPS BETTER THAN TEN. 
Therefore for the sum that it would 


cost to maintain ten small ships we 
could maintain a. squadron of four large 
one that would-b» greatly superior in 
tactical qualities, total effective hitting 
capacity, ability to fight the guns in a 
heavy sea, ipeod, protection and the in- 
herent ability to concentrate it* gun 
firo (and which, therefore, could easily 
defeat the ten small vessels) and make a 
yearly saving of over $4,000,000, or over 
40 per cent, in the original cost; and wo 
would require fewer men and officers to 
handle the more, effective fleet.
